The Object of a Vocation 

is to lead a man to a particular state 
in life. Catholic theologians speak

To one of 
these three states God destined every 
man. Proof of this are the words of 
the Apostle: “Every man hath his 
proper gift from God; one after this 
manner, and another after that” (1 
Cor. 7, 7). Man is in-duty bound to 
find out im which state God will have 
him work out his salvation. God gives 
the necessary light to detect it by re- 
flection and the advice of holy and 
learned mén. In matters of vocation 
“a man’s worst enemies are (often) 
those of his own household.” Where- 
fore, one must guard against the ad- 
vice of worldly-minded relatives and 
friends, who for selfish motives en- 
deavor to foist upon one a vocation of 
their choosing, The Holy Ghost alone 
is the author of vocations. To Him 
or His representatives, the priests, 
recourse must be taken for a proper 
and unbiased decision particularly in 
vocations to the priesthood or the re- 
ligious life.
